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REMARKS 


Please amend claims 1, 4, 8-10, 14, 16 and 25. Please cancel claims 11-13 and 17 
without prejudice or disclaimer. The amended claims are fully supported by the specification as 
filed and do not add new matter. Claims 1, 8-10, 16 and 25 were amended to recite an 
adenovirus particle comprising a fiber from a subgroup D adenovirus wherein the subgroup D 
adenovirus is selected from serotypes which include adenovirus serotype 37. Support for the 
amendment can be found in, for example, Example 1 8 of the specification as filed. Claim 4 was 
amended to reflect the selection of the subgroup C adenovirus serotype 5. The dependency of 
claim 14 was amended. Accordingly, entry of the amended claims is respectfully requested.
